Mr. Thomas E. Will flutla 
the overproduction of tho class of idle 
rich is a cause of tho uoneniploymenfc 
of tho rest. He finds that land monopo- 
ly is another c:mso. Tho principle is 
laid down that wealth production can 
be. carried on only by direcc or indirect 
application of labor to land. Vast bodies 
of land aro in tho hands of owners 
who do not till it themselves and will 
not let anybody else do so. Thia keeps 
a great host of people out of work. In 
Boston alone "two-thirds of tho land of 
the city is held out of use. " 


The unequal distribution of wealth 


is another canso of tho existence of the 
army of the unemployed. How this 
conies about is set forth by Mr. Will as 
follows:

Major Howard A. Giddiugs contrib- 


utes some facts on this subject to Oat- 
ing.

grown to great dimensions in Europe 
siijco tho Franco-Prussian -war, where 
its utility was first tried. Major GUI- 
dings says that in Frunco, Germany, 
Italy, Austria, Spain and Portugal iho 
organization of military pigeon posts 
is now well advanced toward perfec- 
tion. 
Theso uatioi-s havo over (500,000 


carrier pigeons in training. 
In tho 


United States wo havo only paid atten- 
tion to the matter in tho past five years. 
Our principal pigeon station is at the 
Naval ncatloiuy at Annapolis. 


Tho chief object iu training tho birds 


ia to make them useful at sea. In caso 
ot war or of tho suspected presence of 
an enumy's cruiser on our coast these 
birds could bo taken on board ona of 
oar war vessels and conveyed out to sen. 
If an euoroy was sighted oven at a dis- 
CCOACO of 800 milus out, tho trainee! 
horning bird oonld 
bu released and 


would roach our shores in time for tho 
navjr to prepare a _hot welcome foi tho 


hostile ornftcr. 
Still if tha invention 


of telegraphing from vessels at soa is 
perfected the pigeon will not be needed. 
It will ba us easy to telegraph from a 
ship to the laud aa betwequ two vessels 
but 


The birds at our stations are trained 


to cover a circuit ot about 240 miles from 
•nch: headquarters. They oan fly 80 
miles an hour eight hours at a stretch. 


Tho Engineering and Mining Jonrual 


calls attention to the neat way iu -which 
miuo owners und thoso who have orudo 
ore for sale are imposed on by market 
reports. This ia particularly true of the 
Now York market reports of tho sales of 
lead ore. The daily papers of New York 
publish so called official quotations of 
the lead sales rmd tho pricos at which 
they were iiiKcle. These reports are scat- 
tered throughout tho mining districts of 
the west The price is usually quoted 
at a considerable fraction lower than 
that actually paid. The reports aro skill- 
fully manipulated in the interest of- 
thoso who buy tho lead ore from the 
producer. They aro used as the basis of 
prices in ore buying, anA tho producer 
consequently soils tho crude metal foi 
less than it is worth.

KJ! Huujr Chanc Ijoved Grant. 


A deop and somewhat pathetic inter- 


eat attaches to John Russell Young's 
character sketch of Li Hung Chang in 
Tho Roviffw of Reviews. After his tour 
round the world General Grant said 
be had met ou tho journey four great 
men. They were Bismarck, Beacons- 
field, Gainbotta and Li Hung Chang, 
and he was not sure bnt Li was tho 
greatest of tlio four. Gladstone Grant 
thought littio of because he had taken 
the sido of secession against that of tho 
Union during onr civil war. That the 
simple hearted, tho patriotic soldier 
never forgava 


Young says of Li, "Wheul first saw 


him in 1870, ho was in the fullness of 
activity, an alert, imposing personage, 
tall, with a soldierly bearing and tho 
touch of a poafc in his glittering eye." 
His soul was bound up iu the advance- 
ment of China according to his own 
ideas. England ho hated because of the 
opium trade. Young writes; 
. The viceroy's special grievance was opium. 
Thia way the curse of China. It was debasing 
her best people into n condition worse thiaj 
slavery. It had "been forcixl upon them no that 
out of its revenues England 7night govern 
India. Hero was a drug—a government mo- 
nopoly in India—sold at an incredible profit 
and yielding India an annual ineome of several 
millions of rupees. China paid mere for opium 
than she received for trilk'. I spoke to him ouco 
ubout tho increase of the poppy crop in Cliiua 
—Holds red with tho flower—and suggested that 
it would bo well to strike tho evil at home. 
Hia intention, he answered, was to encourage 
tho growth of tho home poppy until the Indian 
supply waa driven out. Then a ileereo froaj 
tbe throne would destroy opium in China jLnd 
turn every poppy ileld over to rice or wheat. 


Li used to open telegrams for foreign 


residents and oven for foreign ministers 
and their families, so as to acquaint 
himself with what was going on. Ho 
did this in the most innocent manner, 
making no secret of it to the recipients 
of the dispatches. Ho believed his pre- 
rogatives ns viceroy gave this right. 


General Grant had more influence 


with Li than anybody else. Ho took hie 
advice and pondered it deeply. Li said 
tho United States was tho only nation 
whoso selflsb interests would lead her 
to be friendly with China. Therefore 
he could trust us more nearly than he 
could any European power. Grant and 
Li Hung Chang were born in the same 
yoar. Tho viceroy scut for tho general a 
chair lined with yellow silk, and when 
the great American loft Peking tho 
viceroy moped and did no work for a 
day or two. The last message Grout 
ever sent to Li Hung Chang was to cul- 
tivate fcioudly relations with Japan. It 
seems as though Grant foresaw tho end. 


A" Case at Xiaw. 


A lawsuit which reminds ono some- 


what of tho celebrated Jones county calf 
caso has boon settled in Philadelphia. 
A woman ordered her real estate agent 
to soil some property and send her tho 
money for it. 
Instead of doing so the 


agent put a mortgage on the property 
and raised mouoy in that way. 


Hero was a plain, clear caso. Horae 


sense vould lead infallibly to the con- 
clusion: that tho property owner could 
not bo held for the mortgage because 
she had given no authority to tho agent 
to place it on the estate. The owner of 
the mortgage sued to recover on it 
There was legal eloquence not a littio. 
Tho case \vonc up from the lower oourl 
to tho superior ooourt. Mouths, years, 
wore consumed in the hearing. 


Lately tho question has been decided 


The superior court has clothed in loam 
ed and lengthy law language the opin- 
ion that tho agent had no right to mort- 
gage tiie property when the owner had 
simply told hins to soil. Common sense 
would have decided that offhand. 
But 


if common 6or.ee was allowed to rule 
then we should have few lawsuits. 


The New York constitutional conven- 


tion tried to steer a middle course ou 
the vexed question of homo rule for 
cities. It provided that the legislature 
shouid indeed make laws for the large 
cities- 
Tho lawc must then be sent, 


however, to the municipal governmentof 
a oity and by it be approved. If not re- 
turned thus approved, it cannot become 
law until the legislature passes it a sec- 
ond time.

and puritanical air auont it Tho Pana- 
nia scandal—insignificant, as every ono 
knows, and exaggerated with so inrioh 
malevolence by tlia cucmias of there- 
public—was insultingly relegated to tha 
third page and reported and printed in 
(uoh email type as to be almost illegi- 
ble.
